At

the silver craze. 
The craze subsided 
as swiftly ae it had grown, and the 
tide of popular sentiment has set it 
now even stronger in the opp3site 
direction, 
The same report is heard 
from other parts of the state. 
The 
Wisconsin National bank sent out some 
ninety circular letters to its corre­ 
spondents in all parts of Wisconsin, 
requesting direct and reliable informa­ 
tion on the subject. 
Replies have al­ 
ready been received from forty-three 
of these correspondents, 
located in 
every part of the state, 
and without 
exception they declare that the silver 
sentiment reached high tide shortly 
after the democtatic convention and is 
now receding with greater rapidity 
than it came up. 
One correspondent declares 
that 
had the election been held three weeks 
ago the silverites would have 
everything before them on the silver 
issue, but that literature has 
been 
freely circulated a rnong the people 
since, that there are now six gold 
men to each siderite, and by Novem­ 
ber the ratio w ill be “ 16 to I .” 
This 
report comes from Mineral Point. 
Beloit declares that the vote for 
McKinley and

any candidate 
at any previous election.

cast the^e in favor of honest money. 
At Sheboygan the honest money 
sentiment is gaining every day, and 
the correspondent predicts that She­ 
boygan w ill roll up a majority for Mc­ 
Kinley. 
At Chilton the farmers are enthusi­ 
astic advocates of sound money. 
At La Crosse the old wheel horses 
of the democratic party are openly ad­ 
vocating the election of McKinley, 
notwithstanding their objection to hiB 
tariff sentiments. 
At Oshkosh the silver movement is 
absolutely dead, and some cf the men 
who were the loudest shouters in its 
favor are now advocating a 
gold 
standard. 
A correspondent at Beaver Dam who 
declares he is a Cleveland democrat 
predicts that McKinley w ill sweep the 
city and surrounding towns. 
Boscobel predicts a very heavy re­ 
publican vote. 
Ashland declares that the silver sen 
tim ent is rapidly disappearing and 
that there is a rapidly growing senti­ 
ment in favor of McKinley. 
A poll of Green Bay shows it to be 
almost solid for sound money.

eidng and nighttime be provided with a suit- 
ab e lamp or lax tern ighted and attached to 
the vehicle in su ch a manner tha* the same a ill 
ne a warning of app'oach: provided however 
that neither this nor the foregoing sections 
shall be construed to apply to baby carriages or 
to three cr four wheeled vehicles operated by 
children under twelve years of age. 

It shall be unlawful for any per 
son to deposit upon any of the streets, alleys or 
public grounds iii ihecitv of Janesville any 
broken glass, tacks, nails, wire, or other thiugs 
tending to injure any bicycle or other vehicle.

A LITTLE MISTAKE. 


That doctors commit mistakes is not 
generally known, although cases from 
time to time find their way into the 
newspapers.

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SWORD OF A GIANT. 


Strange Discovery 
Made In 
Excavating 
for a Foundation. 


W orkm en engaged in putting new 
sills under 
an outbuilding 
on 
Col. 
Fleischner’s property, 
adjoining 
the 
residence of Mr. Rudolph Goldsmith, 
on 7th street, made a rem arkable find 
yesterday in the shape of an old-fash­ 
ioned 
two-handed 
sword. 
To 
have 
found any kind of a sword in such a 
place 
would 
have been rem arkable, 
says the Portland Oregonian, but no 
one would ever im agine that under an 
outbuilding in 
Portland 
would 
be 
found a two-handed sword such as was 
In use in the middle ages— that is, dur­ 
ing the eleventh, tw elfth 
and thir­ 
teenth centuries, in the tim e of the 
crusades, when fighting men wore plate 
arm or and knights-errant 
wandered 
about the world rescuing lovely prin­ 
cesses from enchanters, giants, ogres 
and other “ bad men” of those days. 
W hen this business was dull, as M ark 
Tw ain puts it, they “ went a-grailing” 
— that is, in search of the holy grail, 
which was nothing and was to be found 
nowhere. 
The sword, as its name im­ 
plies, was to be used with both hands, 
and if it failed to cut through 
an 
enem y’s armor the force of the blow 
was enough to knock him flat. 
The 
blade of the sword is four feet long and 
continues past the guard nine inches 
as a tang for the handle, which is 
composed of two pieces of oak, ap­ 
parently, having a round knob or pon- 
mel at the end and dark with age. The 
guard is simple bar of iron about ten 
inches in length. 
The whole iron work 
has been hammered 
out 
and is, 
of 
course, now very rusty. 
The blade is 
two-edged, 
so 
as 
to 
“ cut 
’em 
a-comin and a-gwine,” and the weap 
on looks as if it m ight 
be a genuine 
relic of olden times, when such swords 
w ere used by men of might, “ whose 
bones are dust, Whose swords, as a gen­ 
eral thing, are rust 
and 
everything 
said about whose souls must be taken I 
on trust.” 
A number of people who 
handled the sword yesterday judged 
it to weigh all the way from fifteen to 
tw enty-five pounds, but it Kicked the 
beam at ten pounds. 
Just how the 
sword came under the outhouse no one 
can im agine. 
The building was Loved 
there some twenty-five years ago 
has not been disturbed since. 
Perha*s 
this paragraph m ay meet the eye 01 
some one who can throw light on the 
subject, for the sword was doubtless 
placed under the building since it was 
moved there. 
It is not probable that 
any old crusader went through this 
w ay en route to the holy land, and no 
such swords have been in use since 
this country was discovered, and the 
people who lived here before that knew 
nothing of iron 
If it is a genuine relic 
it is of considerable value.
